The Hamptons Police epee on Friday night 
to calls reporting shouting at a local residence. 


Numerous neighbors were disturbed by what

were described as “raised, angry voices,” and 
many were under the impression that the 
people making the racket had “thick Scottish 
accents.” Treating the situation as a possible 
domestic altercation in progress, the police 
approached the house carefully. However, what 
they found inside was just a peaceful, middle- 
aged married couple trying to watch a TV 
mystery program filmed in the UK. “They had 
turned the sound up to an almost deafening 
level,” says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch, “in the apparent hope that it would help 
them understand the impenetrable Scottish 
dialect used by the actors on the program.” 
The couple was shocked to find that they had 
caused neighbors to alert the police.

When asked 
by reporters if the police were able to aid the 
befuddled couple in understanding the show, 
Hirsch was ambivalent. “Well, we continued 
watching the show with them for approximately 
15 minutes, and I’m not sure if the characters 
were speaking English.” 


PRICE TAG FIRES BAFFLE 

Firefighters were called to a Hamptons market 
on Wednesday to battle a blaze in the produce 
department. The fire appears to have originated 
in the price signs over the produce. “We’re 
pretty sure that the labels caught on fire first,” 
says Hamptons Fire Police spokesman Harry 
Perch, “but we’re not sure why.

Investigators are currently focused on the 
fact that the prices for fruits and vegetables 
were recently changed at the market, with a 
reported 20% boost to already steep prices and 
an additional premium for “local asparagus.” 
“They were preparing for summer by setting 
new prices for their product,” .says Perch. 
“There’s some speculation that the prices they 
posted accidentally broke some fundamental 
law of probability, causing a breakdown in the 
cosmic order and resulting in spontaneous 
combustion. We're looking into it.” &&

(1938, that is), which devastated Westhampton 
Beach, came without any warning whatsoever. 
It charged all the way up from Florida, and 
wherever it went people noticed its arrival and 
headed for shelter and then it was gone, and 
that was a good thing. Here in Westhampton 
Beach and elsewhere on the East End, the first 
sight of it was when maids and caretakers of the

*38 a generation earlier, walloping the East End 
without a peep from anybody ahead of time. 

_ | worked in my dad’s store as a teenager. 
He owned White’s Department Store in 
Montauk then, and the tourists coming out for 
the day would sometimes stop and ask us, as 
if we knew, what the weather would be. 
You're a local, the concept was. You must 
know. It was the variation on the old saws such 
as “roosters crow and dogs bark, must be a 
storm a comin’” or “wind from the lee means 


bright weather ahead.” Or something. 

Along those lines, I recall standing out on 
the sidewalk in front of my dad’s store one 
day and a convertible full of parents and 
kids pulls up, and the driver says, “Which 
way to the lighthouse?” So I point east and 
say, “Thataway about six miles,” to which 
I get the reply “Thanks” and then a whiff of 
car exhaust as they drive away. This was before 
catalytic converters. 

The funny thing was that 20 minutes later, 
I happened to back out front again when this 
same car pulls up, having come from the 
direction I had pointed, and the driver says 
“How much further is the lighthouse?” 

Now, you have to be a savvy local to know 
this, of course, but this was hilarious. They had 
driven out in the direction I had pointed, drove 
around the big loop out there at the end, went 
right past the lighthouse without seeing it, and 
came back the other way to me. Ha! That was a 
knee-slapper, let me tell you. It’s sort of a great 
pre-GPS story I sometimes tell.

Well, anyway, now you know why they 
couldn’t have made the 2000 movie The Perfect 
Storm back then.

An English Premier Shocker and Why We Love Underdogs

ast Sunday a friend called to tell me to 

turn on the biggest upset in the history 
of sports on TV. It was underway. A little 
upstart team from a backwater town was on 
its way to winning the Premier League soccer 
championship in England. 

| have zero interest in soccer. But what he 
said got my attention. The team was founded 
132 years ago and had never won anything. The 
team was made up of nobodies. The budget 
for the entire team wouldn’t pay even half the 
salary of one member of the team they were 
facing, Manchester United. And anyone who 
had bet $100 on this team—Leicester City— 
winning at the beginning of the season would 
win $5 million. 

I turned on the game. The ball was 
being kicked up and down the field in front 
of 50,000 fans. The announcer spoke in his 
cockney accent. 


“Even the coach of Manchester United,” he 
said, “is paying his respects to Leicester City. 
He had hoped the game could be postponed 
a week or two.” Meaning, he knew Manchester 
United was going to win, but the enthusiasm of 
the fans was so wonderful he just wished they 
could have it for a little longer. 

The score was Manchester 1 and Leicester 
City 0 when I tuned in. The game was at 
Manchester. But nearly all the fans were for 
Leicester. They were naked from the waist up 
in their little yellow hats. One potbellied guy 
had the letters FO painted on his chest as he 
jumped up and down. The guy next to him 
sported XES on his. It’s the Leicester City Foxes. 

You know there have been times that people 
have been killed, trampled or beaten up at 
these types of matches. 

Anyway, it was easy to see why Manchester 
was beating Leicester. The Manchester guys 
were bigger and smarter, and positioned 
themselves perfectly to get or send off the ball. 
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Worth every bit of the millions they were paid. 

But, you know, trying to Lick a ball around 
without your hands is never easy, especially 
when the time comes to charge the net. That’s 
when I saw the strength of Leicester. They 
were little thieves. Suddenly, they had the 
ball and were slashing down the other way 
toward Manchester’s goal for the shot. They’d 
miss. Then Manchester, with their patient play, 
would come up the field again. 

Then there was another steal, and then, 
WHAM. A goal for Leicester. The players and 
fans screamed and jumped up and down with 
joy. Now it was 1 to 1. 

I continued to watch it for a while. It was 
still the middle of the first half. (They play 45 
minutes without turning the clock off except 
for injuries, then play another 45 minutes, and 
that is that.) 

So here was the pattern. Skilled, highly paid 
experts take control of the ball for long periods 
of time. Then the little (Cont'd on next page) 
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guys steal it. The Manchester goalie was back 
on his heels the whole time I was watching. The 
Manchester coach was wrong. This was not 
some team about to run out of lucky breaks. 
This was a team that was going to win. And 
wasn’t that going to be something. 

As I mentioned earlier, | am not much of a 
fan of watching soccer. And so, seeing that 
Leicester City was for real, after a while I turned 
it off. But what a game. 

The next day, I learned more about Leicester 
City and about soccer. There are hundreds of 
teams in England playing one another. There’s 
a series of leagues. The top league is called the 
Premier League and there are 20 teams in it. 
The winner is champion. 

The second best league is just below the

Premier League. It’s also got 20 teams. But 
every year when the season ends, the two 
teams at the bottom of the Premier League get 
moved down to the league below, and the top 
two teams in the league below move up to play 
in the Premier League. The leagues go down 
and down like a chain. Every year, a few teams 
get switched up or down. It’s like climbing a 
ladder, worst at the bottom, best at the top. 

Last year, Leicester City got moved up to the 
bottom of the Premier League. It was expected 
they’d stay at the bottom getting their butts 
whipped for a few years and maybe creep up. 
Or back down. 

That’s not what happened. Leicester City 
started off winning and it never stopped. 
Everyone thought it was lucky breaks. It could 
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not last. Soon they’d fade away. But it was 
the others that faded away as the season 
proceeded. Basically, if they beat Manchester 
on Sunday, they clinched. But even if they 
didn’t there were still a few games to play 
where they could clinch. 

Here’s more information about this team. 
Their coach, Claudie Ranieri, is nearly 70 and 
bounced around Europe in the bottom leagues 
for 40 years. He’s never won anything. 

The goalkeeper, Kasper. Schmeichel is the 
son of the now retired but legendary 
goalkeeper for Manchester United, supposedly 
learning -his trade with a down-league team. 
(He’s been stunning.) 

One player, veteran Jamie Vardy, was playing 
in the fifth division as recently as 2012, but this 
year set a Premier League record by scoring in 
11 straight games. 

And a French Algerian midfield named 
Riyad Mahrez who got hired for a few Euros 
last year was just voted Premier League’s Player 
of the Year. 

In other words, it’s a team effort. 

It does put me in mind of another stunning 
out-of-nowhere accomplishment recently. 
New York Mets journeyman second baseman, 
Daniel Murphy, a lifetime .290 hitter, last year 
hit a home run in five straight games to help. 
the Mets win the National League playoffs. In 
the World Series, though, he. struck out over 
and over, looking very baffled as the Mets 
lost. Where had the magic gone? Well, he was 
30 years old, and in the end the Mets traded 
him to Washington, where, as of today, he is 
the leading hitter in the National League, 
batting .406. (Ha.) a 

In writing about Leicester’s acenoxpiaiee ae 
winning it alone London bookmaker has had 
to pay out $6.8 million—The New York Times 
wrote a small adjacent story about another tiny 
soccer team seeking membership in FIFA. It is 
Gibraltar. Gibraltar is a British territory. About 
30,000 people live there. Their national soccer 
team wants to join up. Of course, they’d start 
at the bottom if accepted. But Spain has so far 
held things up. Spain still claims Gibraltar. Well, 
maybe this year. - 

I love it when underdogs win. It is indeed 
wonderful to watch individual sports figures 
with tremendous talent—LeBron James’ or 
Stephen Curry or, in the old days, Tiger Woods. 
But I root for the underdogs, those with limited 
skills courageously playing over their heads. 

A friend of mine, Aaron Daniels of 
Bridgehampton, told me that one day years 
ago when he was an advertising man in New 
York, he and his buddies talked about going 
to the Mexico City Olympics. Then they got an 
idea. At every Olympic Games, the host country 
gets to choose some local sport to be played. 
That year, Mexico was offering gold, silver and. 
bronze to any team that could beat their team 
at this weird local. paddleball game. Daniels 
and his buddies told the U.S. Olympic 
Committee that they played this game (which 
they did not), and so at the Opening Day 
ceremony in Mexico City, there they were, 
in uniform, waving to the crowd behind the 
banners and flags of the United States as they 
walked around the track. 

The first game they played, they lost. Didn’t 
even score a point. Oh well. Now that would 
have been something.

Belgium and White Mute Swans vs. Sweden and Lobsters

ee, here’s been a lot of concern recently about 

what might happen if Donald Trump is 
elected President and he is true to his promises 
and gets us into a trade war. He’s talked about 
unilaterally increasing tariffs on goods coming 
from China, Japan and Mexico. A few weeks ago, 


The Boston Globe published a “what if” issue | 


that described a disastrous day in the life of 
America if Trump put all these tariffs into effect 
and the expected retaliations followed. 

Maybe it has already started. Here’s what’s 
happening with the white mute swans from 
Belgium, and Sweden’s response against 
American lobsters. 

As you probably know, the State of New 
York recently passed a law that will require 
eliminating white mute swans from the 
ponds and Jakes in this state by 2025. The 
Environmental Protection Agency says white 
mute swans are an invasive species, illegally 
transported here from Belgium in the late 
19th century by wealthy people to decorate 
ponds, and it has been a disaster. The swans 
are aggressive, they take over ponds, forcing 
indigenous turtles, ducks and geese away. 
They’ve even been known to peck at humans. It 
can no longer be tolerated. 

The law went into effect May 1, Shooting 
swans in certain circumstances is now legal. 
Swans are to be eradicated. Or sent back to 
where they came from. 

Belgium, as | am sure you know, is part of the 


European Union. And last week, the Swedish 
Agency for Marine and Water Management filed 
an 89-page petition to the European Commission 
to consider banning American lobsters. The 
petition claims that American lobsters are not 
only an invasive creature but are a potently 
dangerous one to the native European lobsters 
swimming in Scandinavian waters. 

The Americans, particularly the males, have 
far bigger crusher claws than the European 
males. In 2014, it was found that a dozen of the 
Americans were frolicking in the Gullmar Fjord 
on Sweden’s west coast. How they got there, 
nobody knows. But it wasn’t pretty. 

Ann-Lisbeth Agnalt of the Norway Institute 
of Marine Research in Bergen has said that 
American male lobsters best the local males 
in fighting for the affection of the females. 
She reported that a “very nice and beautiful” 


‘local male lobster named Allan suffered such 


a beating from an American male that he died 
from the scars caused by the fight. (The scars 
resultedin shell disease that ate up the shell 
and killed him.) 

This story, including that interview, was 
on the front page of. The Wall Street Journal 
last week. If the EU puts in the ban, it will 
seriously impact the exporting of American 
lobsters to Europe. At the present time, 
American exports of live lobsters from the 
northeast U.S. to Europe is a thriving $200 
million industry. So this is also a.local issue for 
lobstermen here. 

Is this just tit for tat, though? A lobster

ban to get back at the Americans for 
banning the Belgian swans? 

There is a mating season with lobsters. In 
fjord after fjord, not only in Sweden, but also 
in Norway and Finland, the Americans. and 
Europeans are dueling it out, with the American 
males and their bigger crusher claws victorious, 
although not always. 

Last year in that Gullmar: Fjord, an American 
female lobster was found to have been fertilized 
by a European male. 

“Once the American lobster is established, it 
will be impossible to eradicate,” said Gunvor 
Ericson, the State Secretary at the Swedish 
Ministry for Climate and the Environment, 
according to the Journal. Best case for the 
Europeans, he concluded, will be hybridization. - 
Worst case, eradication. 

This magazine, or, anyway, this reporter, has 
been advocating the free market laissez faire 
approach to all this. | have argued that all the 
different creatures on this planet should be 
allowed to roam freely thither and yon, and that 
if you look over long periods of time, millions 
and millions of years, you will find that Belgian 
swans have been in Ecuador and American 
lobsters have been in the Mediterranean and 
maybe they are not there now but so what? We 
are all one. We are the world. It’s dog eat dog 
out there: Nothing’s invasive. Leave it alone. 

The EU, in their headquarters in Brussels, 
will begin deliberating the fate of the American 
lobster in Europe in June.

ne of the great things about the East 

End of Long Island is its proximity to 
the off-Broadway theater scene. Last Sunday 
afternoon seemed the perfect time to drive to 
the underground theater complex, New World 
Stages, on West 50th Street, and Shear Madness 
proved to be the perfect all-ages show. Of 
course the outing began with an outdoor lunch 
in the plaza just behind the theater. 

Rightfully billed as “America’s longest-running 
comedy,” Shear Madness is now playing in New 
York for the first time. The whodunit was born 
in Lake George, NY, in 1978. Its creators, actors 
Marilyn Abrams and Bruce Jordan, intended it 
to be a summer one-off. But it grew and went 
on to wow audiences in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Washington, Barcelona, Buenos Aires, 
Kuala Lumpur, Istanbul, Paris and Seoul. Crazy. 

Yes, much of the humor is ribald—just 
like Broadway—but the dirty bits tend to go 
right over little heads—like Looney Tunes. 
Emphasis on “Looney.” New lines are improvised 
in every performance. 

Fourth wall? What fourth wall? Shear Madness 
is participatory theater. When the audience 
enters, a preshow is already underway. Two 
New York hair salon workers are lackadaisically 
servicing clients and chatting. With its stadium 
seating, the theater has the atmosphere of a 
studio-taped cooking show—but the air smells 
of shampoo instead of frying onions. 

At certain points in the play audience

members are called upon to participate in 
the action. They are quizzed, cajoled and— 
at least in one instance—invited onstage to 
place a key phone call. The cast wants to hear 
from everyone—from the old woman who’s 
scandalized by everything that they do to the 
sister who frequently reiterates “That just ain’t 
right!” to the tiny boy who thinks it’s his job to 
recount the cast’s every move in a breathless 
Winnie the Pooh voice. The show is richer 
for their contributions. Then the lights turn 
to the stage and the mystery is solved by the 
professionals. Sort of. 

The plot is that of a zany, Choose-Your-Our- 
Adventure murder mystery. Described as “Clue 
come to life,” it certainly resembles that, but 
its longevity—one or another variation of this 
show has been playing nonstop for almost 40 
years!—can only be explained by its unique 
approach. This show takes six seasoned actors, 
the premise of a murder mystery and rolls it 
up with all manner of contemporary references 
and newsy tidbits. It’s a wild ride. Expect to hear 
comments on Hillary and Bernie and the Donald, 
of course. T. Swift will likely get a mention, 
along with Beyoncé.

A Parent’s Guide to Preparing Your Campers

he summer season is beckoning, and that means 

it’s time to begin brainstorming what your little 
campers will need to realize their most fun-filled 
camp experience. 

Camp can be an essential in helping your child 
gain the necessary life skills to excel in the future. 
“It’s a time for them to gain independence, make new 
relationships, and try new things,” says Diane Giardi, 
Education Director of East End Arts in Riverhead. 

When preparing your child for camp there are key 
ways to make it an exceptional summer.

Summer is a time for making friends. 


The Pre-Party: It’s important for you as parents to 
be fully on board with camp, and to help your child 
understand how amazing this experience is sure 
to be. “Get excited with your child. Talk with them 
about what they are looking forward to,” says Giardi. 
Let your child know how excited you will be to listen 
to their daily post-camp stories. 


Plan Sleepover Parties: If it’s your child’s first 
time going away to camp, it’s.a good idea to have 
them engaging with their peers more. Allowing 
them to go to sleepovers, and spending more time 
with their friends, will help them acclimate to the 
experience of going away for the summer. 


Addressing Homesickness: It’s understandable 
for even the most independent child to have a case 
of homesickness when situations change or become 
difficult for them. They might not fit into the group 
atmosphere every day. There’s also a good chance 
they will be faced with a new challenge each day. 
> Giardi recommends speaking with your child about 
how they will meet a lot of new people at camp, who 
are different from themselves, and how much fun 
this can be. “Encourage them to try new things and 
that they needn’t be ‘good at’ these new things,” says 
Giardi. Often times, homesickness can be a result of 
some degree of insecurity. Visit the campus where 
your child will be going. “Familiarize your child with 
the campus where the camp will take place, and 
let them ‘know that the teachers and counselors 
are there to keep them safe and they needn’t 
worry, but to speak up if there’s anything they need,” 
says Giardi. 


To Have a Healthy Camper: Always be honest 
on the health forms you fill out for your child. Don’t 
leave anything out. If they have a minor allergy, 
mention it. It’s a good idea to teach your child to 
be aware of their own health, and what they should 
or should not do or consume. There will likely be 
outdoor activities built into their camp experience, 
so it’s important that your child have loose 
fitting clothing to wear, and good footwear. If you 
are purchasing new sneakers for the summer 
season, make sure your child breaks them in well 
before camp. 


A Good Friend: One of the great aspects of camp 
can be for your child to learn more of what it means 
to be a caring friend and a good helper. Giardi 
recommends encouraging cooperation by having 
children regularly clean up their toys, set up for 
meals, and by having them learn how to offer to help 
if they see someone who needs a hand. 


Notes of Love: It’s time to go stationery shopping. 
This can be a fun and creative trip for you and your 
child—to pick out their favorite paper to stay in 
touch while they are away. Writing to each other is a 


beautiful way to show that though you are separated, 
family ties will always be there. This helps with 
possible homesickness, and it’s also a good way to 
learn to write on a piece of paper with a pen, rather 
than on a device. It all begins with letters from camp. 

For younger ones, and for those attending day 
camps, a note in their lunchbox from their Mom or 
Dad with an “I love you” is a wonderful touch that they 
are sure to look back upon as they get older. #&

includes their collected specimens. 

Another popular program, Bullseye, educates 
students about the historical significance and 
evolution of the bow and arrow, and how it relates 
to pulleys, pendulums and energy. Children have the 
opportunity to head over to the archery range for 
a lesson by a certified instructor, as well as time to 
practice their newly learned skills.

The Night Is Very Much Alive at Guild Hall

here’s a strong temptation to read hidden 

meanings into The Night Alive, the play by 
Conor McPherson now playing at Guild Hall’s John 
Drew Theater in a riveting production directed by 
Stephen Hamilton. What’s presented onstage is a 
group of struggling, broken misfits, living in absolute 
squalor, mostly in a single wretched room. These 
are people who are by and large incapable of coping 
with the world. 

But sprinkled throughout this sometimes funny, 
sometimes shockingly violent play are tantalizing 
hints of redemption—a vision of paradise almost in 
reach. Those with a weakness for allegory will find 
plenty of encouragement to try to piece together 
the story behind the story. Happily, 

_ McPherson has the subtlety and 
skill to leave this piecing together 
to the audience—he’s secure 
enough in his powers to leave many 
questions unanswered. 

The principal occupant of the 
squalid room is middle-aged Tommy 
(Kevin O’Rourke), who rents it from 

his disapproving Uncle Maurice 

_ (Tuck Milligan). Clothes litter the 

floor, food consists of beans heated 
on a hot plate and takeaway french 
fries, and posters advertising travel 
to Finland serve for decoration. 
When the dim-witted, irrepressible

Doc (J. Stephen Brantley) arrives with freshly 
dug turnips and potatoes—poached from Uncle 
Maurice’s garden—Tommy refuses to cook them. 
He says he fears getting caught, but we learn that 
Tommy is often mistrustful of the freely given gifts 
that surround him. He’s more likely to pin his hopes 
on striking it rich in the lottery or escaping to 
Finland—his imagined Eden. 

And yet Tommy can be a caring man. In the opening 
scene, he arrives home with Aimee (Molly Carden), 
whom he has rescued from a brute and who is 
bleeding profusely. He tends to her and demonstrates 
a resourcefulness—an energetic response that he 


has apparently been unable to summon in his - 


dealings with his own teenage children, one of 
whom seems to be floundering. He tries to make 
up for neglecting the obligations of 
his life—the need to tend to things 
and take care of his children—by 
healing the damaged Aimee. 
Violence arrives in the form 
of Kenneth (Rob DiSario), a 
personification of pure, writhing 
evil in search of a handy target. 
It’s Doc’s unhappy lot to encounter 
Kenneth alone, and what results is 
a scene that is not easy to watch. 
(Guild Hall is presenting The 
|2 Night Alive in the round, so this 
; 2 harrowing scene takes places only 
a & a few feet away from the audience.) 
The fight scenes are especially vivid

and believable even at close range, a testament to 
the work of fight captain Carden. 

The performances are strong throughout this 
layered play. DiSario brings a convincing menace to 
his role, with his left hand twitching as he cruelly 
taunts his victim Doc, whose vulnerability is perfectly 
captured by Brantley. Milligan, a regular at the John 
Drew, plays Uncle Maurice’s worn-out crotchetiness 
well. Meanwhile, O’Rourke and Carden deliver what 
amounts to a tour de force, especially O’Rourke, who 
is onstage for the majority of the evening. @

Indoors ws. Outdoors: When to Move ee 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


I haven’t always been a fan 
of houseplants. Their leaves 
become dusty, they rely 
on you for water. They can 
feel like a burden. But I had 
the use of a greenhouse a 
number of years ago and | fell 
in love with a few beauties 
I couldn’t live without. My 
heretofore plantless house is 
now inundated. 

This past winter I snagged 
a calathea lancefolio, more commonly known as a 
rattlesnake plant. It has long leaves, the undersides 
of which are a deep purple color. I love plants 
with dramatic foliage. I also have a small collection 
of succulents. 

As we trudge through this wet and rainy spring, it 
will soon be time to move some—but not all—of my 
treasures outside for the summer. 

When the night temperatures are reliably averaging 
50°, the journey outside can commence. | have too 
many plants to use the “hardening off” method 
whereby one incrementally increases the plants’ 
exposure to direct sunlight by moving them outside 
for a portion of the day. | place all of my plants in a 
shady spot and move them every few days into more 
sun. Most end up on a patio table under an umbrella 
where the sunlight changes slowly throughout the 
day, but is never too intense. 


The plants’ final location depends 
on the amount of sun each one needs. 
Dappled sunlight is best for many of 
my plants, except for the succulents. 
Those babies I set up in a sunny, but 
not full-sun-all-day, spot. 

The blue rabbit fern I have. does 
best in the shade. I’d thought I wasn’t 
an orchid person until I saw the 
most enchanting cymbidium orchid 
that favors low sun. I also have 
a brassia variety that will keep the 
fern company. 

Weather is a factor that must be 
considered when. deciding which 
plants to expose to the elements. Too 
much wind can burn leaves and knock 
plants over, potentially crushing leaves 
and buds and break stems. Too much rain can break 
or damage leaves or drown roots. More delicate 
plants, like African violets, don’t respond well to 
these kinds of stresses. Ergo, leave them inside. 

Indoor plants will need to be watered and fertilized 
more frequently when outside—beware of overdoing 
both. The nice thing about succulents is they can 
withstand getting dry between waterings. (Sometimes 
I can’t get to them as often as I should.) 

Once you get your plants acclimated to the great 
outdoors, it’s an opportune time to transplant them 
into larger pots, if necessary. Use pots that are about 
1”-bigger than the current ones. I like to remove 
some old soil and loosen up the roots, if it looks

like they’ve become root-bound. Be sure to use the 
correct soil for each plant. Potting soil is good for 
most houseplants but succulents and orchids need 
their own mixes. 

I dream of having a greenhouse and of the plants I 
could grow and collect and keep there. It would have 
a door on each end that I could open.to let the breeze 
blow through. But even when | had one to use, I took 
some plants outside anyway. Outside is their natural 
habitat, after all. fi.
